day by the Illinois Commerce 


Commission. 

The commission denied the com- 
pany's request for additional in- 
creases totaling $5,000,000 a year. 

The order makes permanent the 
temporary rate boosts totaling 
$17,800,000 annually, which have 
been in effect since last June 24, 
and establishes additional charges 
that produce the $25,378,000 total.

Outburst Over Train Wreck. 

During the hot debate on the 
sabotage measure, Finance Minis- 
ter Rene Mayer rose dramatically 
and announced that saboteurs had 
unbolted sections of track and 
thus derailed a Paris-Arras mail 
train a short time before.

WASHINGTON, Dec, 3 (UP)— 
The Administration clampéd rigid 
export controls on 36 more iron 


and steel products yesterday, even 
as congressional Republicans were 
moving to force President Truman 
to tighten up such controls as an 
anti-inflation measure. 

The control order was issued by 
Secretary of Commerce W. Averell 
Harriman, effective Jan. 1. Along 
with present controls, it will place 
95 per cent of all United States 
iron and steel exports under Gov- 
ernment regulation, Only such 
items as surgical instruments will 
be exempted, 

Commerce Department officials 
said the action was taken because 
of the steel shortage and high do- 
mestic demand which combine to 
“bid up” prices. They also said it 
will help stamp out the “gray 
market” in steel which allegedly 
is charging double the regular 
market price, 

Other Government sources sald, 
however, that the action was 
prompted by anticipated heavy 
demands from the Marshall plan 
nations, rather than by recent 
Congressional criticism. They ex- 
plained that the department de- 
sired to be able to channel all 
possible materials into the so- 
called Marshall plan area of West- 
ern Europe, if Congress approves 
the rehabilitation program. 

Harriman acted as House Re- 
publicans were debating whether 
President Truman should have 
“more congressional directives” 
and less “discretion” in handling 
export controls.

years there has been maintained by the nation’s reactionary forces 
a steady drum fire attack against the living standards of the Amer- 


ican people. 


Immediately following V-J day 
the excess profits tax law was re- 
pealed, in the face of steadily ris- 
ing profits. In mid-1946 the Con- 
gress so mutilated price controls 
that the demise of OPA was inev- 
itable with an immediate and con- 
tinuing rise in living costs. 


The Taft-Hartley act is an in-

Real Income Declining. 

The result is that real income 
and wage standards of American 
workers are steadily declining. Led 
by skyrocketing food prices, the 
cost of every day commodities has 
reached unheard of heights. Since 
the ending of OPA, the cost of 
food, the major expense of every 
working man’s family, has in- 
creased 40 per cent as against only 
2 per cent during the price con- 
trols and rationing period between 
May, 1943 and mid-1944. The gen-

Millions of Americans in order 
to meet living expenses have seen 
their hard-earned savings disap- 
pear. Living standards are being 
seriously impaired with families 
finding it impossible to take care 
of their health needs, Since Jan- 
uary, 1948, the workers in manu- 
facturing industries have suffered 
a loss of over 18 per cent in the 
purchasing power of their weekly 
earnings. 

At the same time, for the year 
1947 corporate profits after taxes 
are at the rate of 17% billion dol- 
lars as compared with the wartime 
figure of 10 billion dollars in 1943,

In London, I Heard this same 
version of what was happening. 

When 1 first arrived in Athens, 
I looked for evidence of strong- 
arm methods of suppression of 
some sort. I started a good many 
conversations in cafes and social 
gatherings to uncover whatever 
feeling there was about the Gov- 
ernment and its methods, In four 
days, I found only two who did 
not think it wise to support the 
regime in power. 

One of the two was an actor 
who believed that American im- 
perialism was a greater threat to 
the earth than sian imperial- 
ism, The other was an American 
woman who believed that Hitler, 
like Stalin, spoke for the forces 
that will dominate our future, and 
that democracy and capitalism | 
are played out. Her husband did 
not agree with her, nor did any 
one else present.

Alaska and Northern Canada are lands of great economic oppor- 
tunity and strategic importance, leading American Arctic explorer 
says; yet habits, climatic fictions and vested interests hold back 
colonization; meanwhile, the Soviets build a far northern empire. 


Vilhjalmur Stefansson in Science Illustrated 


When Gen, Henry H. Arnold was about 
to retire from command of our Air Forces, 
he told reporters, “If there is a third 
world war, the strategic center of it will 
be the North Pole.” 


From the strategic 
view, the Arctic Sea 
or Polar Mediter- 
ranean is the most 
important body of 


the lands surround- 
ing it are of corre- 
sponding importance, 
But entirely apart 
from the statements 
of thoughtful mili- 
tary men (and the 
all too frequent 
hysterical interpreta- 
tions of such state- 
ments by the press), 
there are excellent 
reasons for development of the Far North, 

Alaska has climates and conditions dup- 
licated in northwestern Europe and the 
northern British isles. The fisheries are 
potentially greater than those of the 
Scandinavian countries. 


Alaska, if developed like the Scandi-

much beef and milk, but could achieve a 
high wool and mutton production. In min- 
erals, Alaska is far ahead of the combined 
Scandinavias. 


Richer Than Scandinavia 


If Alaska is bigger and better than all 
the Scandinavias, why don’t we colonize 
it? Why don't we develop the entire north- 
ern half of our continent? 

In the historical sense, our American 
continental culture is of southern deriva- 


tion, Our literature and religion are de- 


rived mainly from tropic and subtropic 
lands—Egypt, Palestine, Persia, I: iia, 
southern China, Greece and Rome, 


We “know” that we cannot develop large 
populations in Alaska or northern Canada, 
We are convinced that the climate of the 
Far North is so unpleasant that no ofle 
would want to live there. On the whole 
Arctic coast of the North American main- 
land there is no weather bureau record of 
55 below zero, but five states of the Union 
have records of 55 or colder! Inland, cold 
is sometimes intense, but Wyoming can 
boast a 66 below temperature. 


Pinch of Vested Interests 


For those who dismiss arctic coloniza- 
tion as theory, it should be intellectually 
embarrassing, at least, to realize that in- 
tensive colonization is being undertaken in 
another part of the globe. Our chief rival 
in the modern world, for good or ill, is 
the Soviet Union; and they are carrying 
forward on a grand scale the very coloni- 
zation which we regard as impossible. 

Upon occasion we of the States and 
southern Canada have taken steps to hold 
back northern development for.fear its 
success may produce competition injurious 
to us. About 50 years ago, we brought 1280 
Siberian reindeer to Alaska as a food 
source for the Eskimos. The herds mul- 
tiplied until, 10 years ago, there were half 
a million reindeer. By that time, the ex- 
port of reindeer meat had achieved an 


„ 


important place in Far North economy. 


But we of the States did not rejoice 
in this new source of meat. The farm 
lobby took steps to protect the cattle and 
sheep industry from competition. The 
measures were effective; the herds have 
dwindled in 10 years from half a million 
to 100,000 or 200,000. 


While this was happening to our meat- 
producing industry in Alaska, the Soviet 
Government was emphasizing the study 
of reindeer in its colleges and establishing 
experimental stations. 


How about the northern seaways? The 
Northwest Passage and the Northeast 
Passage, the first from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific around the north of Canada, the 
second to the Pacific around the north of 
Asia, were both demonstrated as feasible 
more than 50 years ago. Of the two, the 
Canadian passage is both the shorter and 
the easier. The reason why the northern 
route around Canada is not developed be- 
comes clear when you remember that two 
transcontinental railroadé cross southern 
Canada, 


Moscow Acts, We Talk 


Another difference between North Amer-~- 
fica and northern Asia is connected with 
the atomic bomb. We of North America 
are told that among our present weak- 
nesses is the tremendous size of our cities 
and the top-heavy grouping of our indus- 
tries around a few centers. There is the 
same talk in Moscow press and radio, The 
difference is that they are doing more 
about it. : 


Now, North Americans are beginning to 
think seriously of northward development, 
This is something new with us. 


In 1948 the United States Navy began 
serious drilling in northern Alaska. The 
results are said to be good, Oil prospecting 
is being continued in the lower Mackenzie, 
already considered a favorable oil region, 
and there are gold mining developments 
north of Great Slave Lake. 


Start by Scientists 


Even more promising is the development 
of scientific studies. At Point Barrow, the 
Navy has provided housing and scientific 
facilities, with some financing of studies 
which have already been undertaken there 
by a half-dozen scientists from Swarth- 
more and Cornell. Canada is also working 
on a subarctic station. 


A number of weather reporting stations 
have been set up in Arctic Alaska and 
Arctic Canada. There is a United States air 
field in northwestern Greenland and six 
or seven weather stations are to be estab- 
lished in 1948 near the southern edge of the 
Canadian Arctic, with perhaps a like num- 
ber across from them in Alaska. 


The Arctic and subarctic are habitable. 
In the light of Soviet development, we can 
no longer regard colonization as mere 
visionary theory. Perhaps, in the future of 
our great land, our northern frontier will 
eventually become a true frontier of peace.

be packed chock-full of valuable material in order to win a 


prize. Loose thinking, rambling style, or obvious flattery do 


not get you very far. Sloppy work also hurts your chances. 


Typewrite your entries. Mount them on some colored back- 


ground. You can procure colored paper at the dime stores. 
And see that you obey the rules literally. Many beautiful en- 
tries are discarded by the judges because of minor errors in 
spelling or typographical mistakes. If the rules require a let- 


ter of no more than 100 words, you haven't a chance if your 


entry runs to 101 words. .

: YOU MU BE QUITE different or unusual in order to get 
a latge prize. In a limerick contest, for example, avoid those 
words which everybody else will use. If you are to 
write @ fast line to rhyme with “ill,” avoid “will,” “hill,” “pill,” 
“Jill,” etc., for the office boy often stacks the entries into piles 
under such headings, and the judges don't even take time to 
look at entries in the large piles. Why? Because the judges 
don’t want any “kick-backs” from contestants, so they avoid. 
any entry which might make thousands of other contestants 
protest; “Why, mine was almost exactly like that and you 
1 give me any prize at all!”

GENEVA, Switzerland. 


O continue the discussion of 
private enterprise versus na- 
tionalization begun in my pre- 
ceding column, here are the facts 
in favor of private ownership of 
American railroads, as presented 
to me by the head of one of our 
railroads, » 
‘American railroads directly 
serve 60,000 communities. They 
employ about 1,360,000 persons 
with an annual payroll of about 
$4,200,000,000. In 1921, the average 
annual wage per employe was 
$1820, today it is almost $3100. 
The railroads purchase annually 
about $1,500,000,000 worth of goods, 
and their aggregate taxes amount 
to about $500,000,000 per year. 
Today they are only one of a 
number of types of transportation 
in the United States, but they 
did much of the pioneering work 
in the development of unity be- 
tween different sections of our 
country. Railroads have helped 
to build communities, to develop 
new industries, to ifiprove farm- 
ing. They are still interested in 
such development because the 
general traffic and operating poli- 
cies of the many companies orig- 
inate with and are mainly direct- 
ed by local management, which is 
familiar with the existing and 
propective needs of the communi- 
ties that the rail roads serve.

RAILROADS HANDLE 60 per 
cent of all our inland freight. 
During World War II, almost two- 
thirds of all United States traffic 
and more than 90 per cent of 
Army and Navy freight was moved 
by rail. 

In World War I, the railroads 
were taken over by the Govern- 
ment, The average revenue per 
passenger mile increased 51 per 
cent, and the average revenue per 
ton mile increased about 80 per 
cent. But during the period from 
Jan. 1, 1918, to March 1, 1920, in 
spite of the increase in both 
freight rates and passenger fares, 


there was a deficit of $1,616,000,- 
000, which had to be borne by the 
taxpayers. 

In World War II, when the 
railroads were not taken over by 
the Government, freight rates re-

The railroads and switching 
companies of the United States are 
owned and operated by almost 700 
separate corporations, and there 
are almost 1,000,000 stockholders, 
who are located in every state in 
the Union. It is estimated that 
about 1,000,000 people own rail- 
road bonds, and many others are 
interested through the holdings of 
trust companies, insurance com- 
panies, etc. The railroads contrib- 
ute in taxes about half a billion 
dollars annually under present 
traffic volume. They are given 
no subsidy, which is not the case

HOSE old-time homemakers 
who attacked their jobs ser- 
iously and joyfully learned 
how to do many cooking jobs skill- 


fully. Some of the techniques they 


developed are so nearly perfect 


that it seems impossible to im- 


prove on them, The only unfor- 
tunate thing that happened to 
many of those grand ideas was 
that they didnt get handed 
around to enough people. In some 
instances there must have been 
some cooks who wanted to keep 
all the tricks up their own sleeves. 
Or it may have been a whole com- 
munity of cooks knew certain 
techniques and enjoyed their ben- 
efits but they were too clannish 
to let the folks on the outside in 
on their cooking ideas. One of 
the good old timer tricks that did 
leak out is the inverting of an 


old white teacup (perhaps one

The cup sucked up the 
juice in the partial vacuum which 
it created and so did not run out 
into the oven. When the pie was 
cut and began to cool, the pres- 
sure in the pie was released and 
the juice flowed right back into 
the fruit where it belonged. The 
cup also served to hold the pastry 
up level so it could brown uni- 
formly’ and beautifully. A cust- 
ard cup will serve the same pur- 
pose.
